HUBARB is one of the cheer- 
iest of the spring offerings.

As an accompaniment to meat 
it is unparalleled, and it makes 
any number of desserts that are 
as.attractive as they are flavorful 
and unusual. A plain sauce of 
stewed rhubarb gives the needed 
character and tartness to fat 
meats such as pork or roast 
goose or duck.

Stewed rhubarb combined with 
fresh fruit and chilled thorough- 
ly makes arf unusual appetizer— 
or you can mold the fruit and 
rhubarb in a’gelatin base for a 
delicious salad.
